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T he  Institute  for  Student  Academic  Enrichment,  a 
program  also  known  as  ISAE,  is  a  great  support 
system  for  many  students  that  attend  the  Mount.  This 
is  a  federally  funded  program  that  is  able  to  guide 
students  in  the  right  path  to  achieve  their  completion 
of  a  baccalaureate  degree.  This  program  is  able  to 
support  students  financially,  academically,  and 
socially  which  are  all  going  to  benefit  them 
throughout  their  college  career.  All  students  that  are 
part  of  this  program  are  able  to  receive  academic 
and  career  planning,  financial  aid  application 
preparation,  professional  and  graduate  school 
planning,  attend  cultural  events  and  leadership 
conferences,  and  participate  in  a  laptop  loan 
program.  Once  a  student  is  accepted  into  the 
program  after  filling  out  their  application,  they 
receive  an  ISAE  counselor  and  a  peer  advisor  that 
they  have  to  meet  with  at  least  once  a  semester. 
When  the  students  have  their  meetings  with  their 
counselor,  they  will  discuss  their  education  plan  and 
what  they  expect  to  complete  in  four  or  five  years.

I3eing  a  woman  in  a  primarily  patriarchal  society 
can  be  difficult  and  being  a  woman  in  science 
increases  the  difficulty  tremendously.  Not  only  does 
it  challenge  the  everyday  norms,  but  it  proves  that 
women  can  accomplish  anything  that  they  set  their 
minds  to.  It  also  pushes  and  motivates  other 
students  to  strive  for  bigger  and  better  things.  In 
2011,  Mount  St.  Mary's  College  was  awarded  a  five 
year  federal  grant  which  gives  female  students  in 
science,  technology  and  mathematics  additional 
support  both  academically  and  financially.
